The Expenditures of the States 
IN 1920 the 48 American states spent 
• $1,040,234,000. 
This was about $9 
for every man, woman and child In the 
states. 
The cost of carrying on the 
governments was $86,871,000, of which 
$5,442,000 
went 
to 
the 
legislative 
branch, $47,207,000 to the executive 
branch, and $0,070,«XX) to the work of 
the judiciary. 
The most Important 
Items of expenditure under the execu­ 
tive branch are the collection of rev­ 
enues, $21,538.000, and assessment of 
revenues, $6,648,000. 
The protection to person and prop­ 
erty carried by the states is made up 
of many activities, although the total 
expenditure was but $59,747,000. Some 
of the most Iniportnnt items are police, 
$0,754,000; militia and armories, $10,- 
208,000; fish and game warden, $4,- 
7GC.000; regulation of financial insti­ 
tutions, $4,770,000; regulation of In 
suranee companies, $5,174,(XX), and the 
regulation of public service corpora­ 
tions, $5,011,000. 
In developing and conserving nat­ 
ural resources, the states spent $02,- 
090.000. Of this, $52,144,000 went to 
agricultural projects, the most impor­ 
tant of which were extension work 
and development of live stock. 
Con 
servatlon of health and sanitation took 
$25,549,000, the most Important Items 
in which were prevention of commu­ 
nicable diseases, conservation of child 
life, and food Inspection. 
For highways a total of $156,639,000 
was expended, going to supervision, 
roads, waterways, bridges and abo­ 
lition of grade crossings. The lion’s 
share, $143,136,000 went to roads. The 
item next in importance after high­ 
ways was that for charities, hospitals 
and corrections, receiving a total of 
$178,580,000. 
The important Items un­ 
der charities with expenditures, are 
outdoor relief, $1,865,000; care of chil­ 
dren, $7,571,000, and enre of the blind, 
deaf and mute, $12,017,000. 
The gen­ 
eral hospitals cost the states $11,140,- 
000; those for the insane $77,539,000, 
and those for the feeble-minded, $12,- 
640.000. 
Institutions 
for 
correction 
may he divided Into those for adults, 
and those for minors, the former cost­ 
ing $34,651,000, and the latter $14,- 
831.000. 
The cost of education was by far 
the most important in the states’ ex­ 
penditures, taking $415,282,000, while 
recreation was relatively unimportant, 
receiving but $3,541,000. 
Of the edu­ 
cational costs, $5,783,(XX) went for su­ 
pervision, $134.004,000 for state Insti­ 
tutions, while $265,202,000 was appro­ 
priated to minor civil divisions.

The question which is best, hen or 
:ncubator, has been discussed pro and 


c<>n almost as much as that 
prime 


favorite of old time high school 
do­ 
nating societies: 
“Which came first, 


the chicken or the e g g ? ” 
The real 
solution of 
the 
problem 
depends 
largely 
on 
crieumstances. 
For 
a 
number of reasons, the 
commercial 
poultry raiser is forced to use 
the 
incubator. 
For the owner of the av­ 
erage back yard or farm flock, how­ 
ever, it often happens that hens will 
serve the purpose just as well and for 
a much smaller outlay. 
Unlike 
the 
commercial breeders, he can usually 
afford to wait until hens are broody 
and the problem of securing enough 
broody hens for his entire hatch is 
not very often encountered. 
As far as results are 
concerned, 
one method is as gotxl as the other if 
proper methods are employed. 
First 
of 
all. 
considerable care 
should be exercised in the selection of 
hens used for hatching 
eggs. 
The 
following points are very important. 
The hen should have a well develop­ 
ed broody inclination; should be even 
tempered, free from nervousness and 
not too offensive when 
approached 
while setting. 
A yearling or 
two- 
year-old is more dependable than 
a 
pullet; never use pullets if you can 
avoid it. Use only hens that are large 
enough to thoroughly cover the desir­ 
ed number of eggs with 
a 
little 
to 
spare. 
Use only healthy, 
vigorous 
hens, in good fie^h and having bright 
eyes and red combs. 
Eggs should not be put under any 
hen until she has shown well devel­ 
oped signs of broodiness. 
It 
is 
a 
gotxl plan to put several china eggs 
under her ladyship at first and con­ 
fine her to the nest for a day or two. 
If at the end of the second day 
she 
still shows 
unmistakable 
signs 
of 
broodiness, remove the china 
eggs 
and give her the eggs to he hatched. 
I^et her feel the eggs under her 
be­ 
fore releasing her. 
Then confine hei 
to the nest for a day or two so that 
there will be no danger of her desert­ 
ing her trust. 
A sitting hen should 
be 
given a 
place to herself where she cannot be 
disturbed by other hens- trying 
to 
crowd into the nest with them. When 
it is necessary to set 
hens 
indoors, 
each one should have an individual 
run fenced off with chicken wire. 
It 
that is not practical, hens must be 
confined to their nests and only re­ 
leased at regular intervals so 
they 
can eat and exercise. 
Unless 
this 
plan is followed, you will often 
find 
two or moie hens crowded onto 
one 
nest with eggs growing cold in 
the 
other nests. 
If sitting coops are placed on high 
ground with sufficient drainage 
all 
around, nc<ts may be placed directly 
on the ground. 
Scoop out a depres­ 
sion so the 
nest 
can be 
properly 
shaped to keep the eggs from rolling 
out. 
If conditions make it necessary 
tc have a floor in the eoop, 
sod 
or 
loose dirt can be used to support the 
outer edges of the nest. 
Better still, 
make the nest in a box about 6 inch- 
ts deep and 15 inches square for ord­ 
inary breeds. 
For Asiatics, nest box­ 
es should he from 
18 
to 20 inches 
square. 
Pack sod or earth in 
the 
corners to round them out. 
Then ar­ 
range your nesting material 
inside 
the depression so formed. The use of 
sod or earth is advisable because 
it 
helps to conserve the moisture 
so 
necessary during incubation. 
To my mind, the ideal nesting ma­ 
terial is clean fine straw or hay. 
It 
is difficult to shape a nest with long 
coarse straw’. 
Leaves are sometimes 
used for nests and are quite satisfac­ 
tory. 
Having provided the hen with ade­ 
quate nesting facilities, the next con­ 
sideration is to provide proper fowl 
an<l exercise. 
The hen should be per­ 
mitted to leave her nest occasionally 
to eat and exercise, but must not be 
allowed to stay off 
the 
eggs 
until 
they get chilled. Feed her equal parts 
of wheat and corn on the ground or 
in a pan near the nest, but feed 
no 
mash. 
Provide plenty of pure, fresh 
water, grit and charcoal. 
The sitting 
hen will usually leave her nest once 
a day for feed and water. 
If she does 
not, take her off and close the nest 
so she cannot get back too soon. 
If 
she stays away too long, take 
her 
gently away from the food and put 
her back on the nest. 
If the weather 
is rather cool, she should 
not leave 
the eggs more than 10 or 20 minutes.

If a hen is a good sitter, she 
will stick right on the job and give 
you very little trouble, but some hens 
are restless, mash the eggs by mov­ 
ing about or 
mash 
newly 
hatched 
chicks. 
Chicks should be taken from 
>ueh hens as fast as they are hatched 
and put in an incubator or under some 
other 
hen. 
Always 
remove 
empty 
shells. 
Otherwise they may slip over 
other eggs and smother chicks stru g ­ 
gling to get out of their shells. 
Also 
whenever an egg is broken during 
the earlier stages of hatching, 
re­ 
move it. 
If its contents are smeared 
over other eggs, wipe them clean with 
a wet cloth and return them to 
the 
nest at once. 
Use only lukewarm w a­ 
ter for this purpose. 
Make necessary 
examination of the nests while 
youi 
hens are eating to avoid disturbing 
them. 
Needless to say, thorough sanita­ 
tion of nests and coops is necessary. 


The coop or building in which hatch­ 
ing is done should be thoroughly dis­ 
infected at least once a w’eek. 
The 
nest should not only be kept clean as 
suggested above, but the hen 
should j 
be thoroughly dusted with lice powd- j 
er before hatching 
is 
started 
and 
again on the seventeenth day.

The marked increase in the popu­ 
larity of soybeans as 
a

prompted a serious consideration 
of 
the erosion problem connected with 
growing them on rolling land says R. 
E. Uhland of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture. 
It is a common obser­ 
vation that land that has had a num­ 
ber of crops of soybeans grown upon 
it becomes very loose and will suffei 
seriously from washing if it is at all 
rolling. The soybean acreage in Mis­ 
souri increased from 5500 acres 
in 
1919 to 396,000 acres 
in 
1928 
and 
much of this increase in acreage has 
occurred on types 
of 
rolling 
land 
where the loss of soil by erosion 
is 
very serious. 
The Missouri Experiment Station 
has measured the erosion loss 
from 
soybeans planted in rows and culti­ 
vated, followed by rye as a 
wintei 
cover crop, for a 5-year period. These 
data show that on land cropped 
to 
soybeans for five years an average of 
37,733 pounds of soil per acre 
was 
lost each year. This loss was 96 per 
cent as great as from land cropped to 
corn during the same period. 
With­ 
out the cover crop the loss from the 
soybean land would doubtless 
have 
exceeded 
that 
from 
corn. 
These 
measurements were 
made 
on 
lane’ 
showing a slope of less than 
4 
per 
cent. In 1928 the soybeans were drill­ 
ed solid on this same land and 
the 
figures show that the loss during the 
year was only 32.6 per cent as great 
as from the plot in continuous 
corn 
during the same year. 
These findings go to show that the 
losses of soil from land cropped 
to 
soybeans for several years are very 
great even on land that is only gently 
rolling and where 
a 
winter 
cover 
crop follows each "crop of 
soybeans 
The results secured last year indicate 
that these losses may be greatly re­ 
duced by 
drilling 
the 
beans 
solid 
rather than placing them in rows to 
be cultivated. 
Drilling soybeans sol­ 
id is therefore 
to 
be preferred 
on 
soils of medium to 
good 
fertility 
On thin soils, however, the crop will 
yield more seed or hay when plant­ 
ed in rows and cultivated.

N 11*20 the 48 American states spent 
$l,04i*,2114,(*00. 
This was about $9 
for every man, woman and child In the 
states. 
The cost of carrying on the 
governments was $80,871,000, of which 
$5,442,000 
went 
to 
the 
legislative 
branch, $47,207,000 to the executive 
branch, and $0,070,<>00 to the work of 
the judiciary. 
The 
most Important 
Items of expenditure under the execu 
live branch are the collection of rev 
enues, $21,538.000, and assessment of 
revenues, $0,043,000. 
The protection to person and prop 
erty carried by the states Is made up 
of many activities*, although the total 
expenditure was but $59,747,000. Some 
of the most Important items are police 
$0,754,000; militia and armories, $10, 
2«X,im»0; fish und game wurden, $4, 
700,000; regulation of financial Instl 
tutlons, $4,770,000; regulation of in 
surnnoe companies, $3.174,000, and the 
regulation of public service corpora 
tlons, $5,011,000. 
In developing and conserving nat 
ural resources, the states sj>ent $02,- 
01*0,000. Of this, $52,144,000 went to 
agricultural projects, the most Impor­ 
tant of which were extension work 
and development of live stock. 
Con 
servntion of health and sanitation took 
$25,549,000, the most Important Items 
In which were prevention of commu- 
nleable diseases, conservation of child 
Ilf«», and food Inspection. 
For highways a total of $150,039,000 
was expended, going to supervision, 
roads, waterways, bridges and abo­ 
lition of grade crossings. The lion’s 
share. $143,130,000 went to roads. The 
Item n«»xt In Importance after high­ 
ways was that for charities, hospitals 
and corrections, receiving a total of 
$178,580,000. 
The Important Items un­ 
der charities with expenditures, are 
outdoor relief, $1.305,000; care of chil­ 
dren, $7,571,000, and enre of the blind, 
deaf and mute, $12,017,000.

The cost of education was by far 
the most Important In the states’ ex­ 
penditures. taking $413,282,000, while 
recreation was relatively unimportant, 
receiving but $3,541,000.

cational costs, $5,783,000 went for su­ 
pervision, $134 004,000 for state Insti­ 
tutions, while $205,202,000 was appro­ 
priated to minor civil divisions.

WHEN NATURE 
‘MOTHERS’ THE EGOS 


The question which is best, hen or 
incubator, has been discussed pro and 
eon almost as much as that 
prime 
favorite of old time high scho«>l 
de­ 
bating societies: 
“Which came tirst, 
the chicken or the egg?" 
The real 
solution of 
the 
problem 
«lepends 
largely 
on 
crioumstances. 
For 
a 
number of reasons, the 
commercial 
poultry raiser is forced to use 
the 
incubator. 
For the owner of the av­ 
erage hack yard or farm flock, how­ 
ever, it often happens that hens will 
serve the purpos«* just as well and for 
a much smaller outlay. 
Unlike 
the 
commercial breeders, he ean usually 
afford to wait until hens are broody 
and the problem of securing enough 
broody hens f«>r his entire hatch is 
not very often encountered. 
As far as results are 
concerne«!, 
one methtxl is as good as the other if 
proper methods are employed. 
First 
of 
all. 
considerable care 
should he exercised in the selection of 
hens used for hatching 
eggs. 
The 
following points are very important. 
The hen should have a well develop 
d broody inclination; should be even 
tempered, free from nervousness and 
not too offensive when 
approached 
while setting. 
A yearling or 
two- 
year-old is more dependable than 
pullet; never u»e pullets if you can 
avoid it. Use only hens that are large 
nough to thoroughly cover the desir- 
d number of eggs with 
a 
little 
to 
pare. 
Use only healthy, 
vigorous 
hens, in good th »h and having bright 
yes and red combs. 
Eggs should n<»t he put under any 
hen until she has shown well «level 
oped signs of broodiness. 
It 
is 
good plan to put several china eggs 
under her ladyship at first and con­ 
iine her to the nest for a day or two. 
If at the end of the second day 
she 
still shows 
unmistakable 
signs 
of 
broodiness, remove the china 
eggs 
and give her the eggs to he hatched. 
Let her fe«-l the eggs under her 
be­ 
fore releasing her. 
Then confine hei 
to the nest for a day or two so that 
there will he no danger of her desert 
ing her trust. 
A sitting hen should 
be 
given a 
place to herself where she cannot he 
disturbed by other hen** trying 
to 
crowd into the nest with them. When 
it is necessary to set 
hens 
indoors, 
each one should have an individual 
run fenced off with chicken wire. 
It 
that is not practical, hens must he 
confined to their nests and only re­ 
leased at regular intervals so 
they 
can eat and exercise. 
Unless 
this 
plan is followed, you will often 
find 
two or more hens crowded onto 
one 
nest with eggs growing cold in 
the 
other nests. 
If sitting coops are placed on high 
ground with sufficient drainage 
all 
around, nests may be placed directly 
on the ground. 
Scoop out a depres­ 
sion so the 
nest 
can he 
properly 
shaped to keep the eggs from rolling 
out. 
If conditions make it necessary 
tr have a floor in the coop, 
sod 
or 
loose dirt can he used to support the 
outer edges of the nest. 
Better still, 
make the nest in a box about G inch- 
<s deep and 15 inches square for ord­ 
inary breeds. 
For Asiatics, nest box­ 
es should he from 
18 
to 20 inches 
square. 
Fack sod or earth in 
the 
corners to round them out. 
Then a r­ 
range your nesting material 
inside 
the depression so formed. The use of 
s<xl or earth is advisable because 
it 
h«*lps to conserve- the moisture 
so 
necessary «luring incubation. 
To niy mind, the ideal nesting nia 
terial is clean fine straw or hay. 
It 
is difficult to shape a nest with long 
coarse straw. 
Leaves are sometimes 
used for nests and are quite satisfac­ 
tory. 
Having provided the hen with ade­ 
quate nesting facilities, the next eon- 
sideration is to provide proper food 
and exercise. The hen should be per­ 
mitted to leave her nest occasionally 
to eat and exercise, but must not be 
allowed to stay off 
the 
eggs 
until 
they get chilled. Feed her equal parts 
of wheat and corn on the ground or 
in a pan n«>ar the nest, but feed 
no 
mash. 
Provide plenty of pure, fresh 
water, grit and charcoal. 
The sitting 
hen will usually leave her nest once 
a «lay for feed and water. 
If she does 
not, take her off and close the nest 
so she cannot get back too soon. 
If 
she stays away too long, take 
her 
gently away from the food and put 
her back on the nest. 
If the weather 
is rather cool, she should 
not leave 
the eggs more than 10 or 20 minutes.

The coop or building in which hatch­ 
ing is «lone should be thoroughly dis­ 
infected at least once a week. 
The 
nest should not only he kept clean as 
suggested above, but the hen 
should 
be thoroughly «lusted with lice powd­ 
er before hatching 
is 
started 
and 
again on the seventeenth day.
